Over Half of '57 
Grads Contacted 
Went To College 

The Jefferson County Board of 
Education has completed a survey 
of its 1957 graduating class with 
respect to the subsequent aca- 
demic, vocational, and military 
disposition of 1,006 youngsters. 

The information was gathered 
by the Research Department 
through a postal questionnaire 
sent to every 1957 graduate. Fur- 
ther identification was provided 
by the student and professional 
staffs of the four high schools that 
that particu- 
lar year. 
It is of interest to note that 889 
: 88.37 per cent of the 1957 grad- 
uates were located and their par- 
ticular pursuits have been tabu- 
lated through the medium of this 
project. It is also noteworthy that 
50.73 per cent of these former pu- 
pUs haVe matriculated through 71 
colleges and universities during 
the 1957-58 school year. 

Kentucky colleges drew a total 
of 314with the Univenity of Lou- 
isville drawing the highest num- 
ber with 113. The University of 
Kentucky was second with 74, 
Western third with 38, Murray 
fourth with 23 and Eastern Ken- 
tucky fifth with 18. 
Of the 889 contacted, 28 were 
nurses training and 26 were 
attending business schools.

Principal victory of the Repub- 
licans was in New York state 
where Nelson Rockefeller defeat- 
ed the incumbent Averell Har- 
riman for governor. Rockefeller 
was ahead by 450,000 with the 
majority of votes tabulated. 

In Jeffenon County, Arlis Cook 
and Garland Cochrane were re- 
elected to the Board of Education 
from Districts 5 and 2, respective- 
ly. Cochrane was unopposed white 
Cook won over two other candi- 
dates. The vote in that race was 
Cook, 3,076; Walter Brooks, Jr., 
2,569, and Claude O. Ricketts, 671. 
Although unopposed, Cochran* 
received 3,523. 

Scott C. Dietrlck, L. Eugene 
Johnson and Woodford R. Porter 
were elected to the Louisville 
Board of Education. Dietrick re- 
ceived 14,753 votes; Johnson, 11,- 
750, and Porter, 11,036. The other

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LESS MEANING TO ARMISTICE DAY 

Armistice Day is coming up again. Some of the cal- 
endars are marked to indicate its coming. But what does 
it mean to Americans, after 40 years of observance with 
waning enthusiasm? 

Fact is, as we see it, this is one anniversary that has 
ceased to mean what it meant to a war-weary world when 
the World War I armistice was signed. And why did it 
mean so much then? The younger people may wonder 
about that. It was because the participants at that time 
were not only happy because of the cease firing but, most 
important, they had hopes of the world having been made 
"safe for democracy." 

But what does it mean today? Since that first world 
upheavel and explosion of international relationships we 
have had another world conflict, with its devastating blows 
to the tranquility and peace of mankind. In addition, there 
was the firey Korean action, not to mention the lesser 
shooting of more limited disputes and the cold war, which 
has become a "fixture" of the atomic age. 

Perhaps our people feel that today it is a mockery to 
observe the victory or the end of something whose end 
they cannot see, and for which so many have but little 
hope. Those with the more optimistic minds say hope should 
not be abandoned. They are probably right, but a continu- 
ous cold war provides a bad atmosphere for a hopeful out- 
look. 



AMERICAN WAY MEANS FAIR PLAY 

From across the country comes a storm of protest to 
a recent ruling of the Internal Revenue Service. The 
agency has held that institutional advertising placed by pri- 
vately owned utility companies in opposition to public 
power development is not a legitimate business expense, 
and therefore not deductible for tax purposes. As guard-' 
ians of free speech and free expression, press groups and 
newspapers have been especially critical. They oppose 
the ruling on the grounds that it is none other than cen- 
sorship by taxation. 

Just recently two state Public Service Commissions 
have joined those protesting the ruling, making known 
their stand in letters to the Federal Power Commission. 
Says the Georgia Commission: "We note that the public 
power utilities, either individually or through their various 
jM8fifi j i tfjons. publish entire inagazinesjjnd periodica—— «d 1 
other wiSrPngafe an advertising proffiAifTs of national scope ~ 
designed to extoll their particular virtS^s and thereby influ- 
ence the opinion of the consumer. . . Tn our opinion the 
counter campaign. .... is nothing more than good competi- 
tive advertising in the best tradition of our free enterprise 
system. Such a program is a recognized tool employed by 
all competitive industries to attract and retain consumers 
and as such is as much a legitimate expenditure as the ad- 
vertising campaigns currently being carried on between 
the electric and gas utilities. . . .
